British official circles confirmed 


today the British troops had landed 
in Crete. 


The size of the force which oc- 


cupied the strategic Greek island 
couth of the Greek mainland was 
not disclosed. 


Athens—CD—Greek troops, holding 


off Italian attacks in Epirus in 
fierce hand-to-hand fighting, were 
reported today to have won a sec- 
ond chain of hills in a counter- 
drive into Albania to cut oft the 
Italian supply route through Korii- 
za. 


The Greek high command said a 


strong Italian thrust against the 
Greek left flank in the mountains of 
Epirus was repulsed with grenades 
and bayonet fighting. 


Artillery roared from both sides 


of the battleline. The Greeks claim- 
ed they destroyed nine of the tanks 
which supported the fascist on- 
slaught. 


A Greek communique said the 


Italian air force smashed at the 
Greek defense positions in 15 con- 
secutive bomb raids that preceded 
the infantry attack. 


Elsewhere, 
Greek 
cities were 


bombed. Homes were hit in Salon- 
ika, where Greek anti-aircraft gun- 
ners were credited with bringing 
down three Italian planes yesterday. 
Civilian casualties were reported. 


Report Sea Fight 


Only sketchy details of a sea 


fight off Corfu were contained in 
telegraph reports from the horn- 
shaped island off the Greek-Alban- 
ian coast

was heard "a large vessel was seen 
ablaze, steaming northward." 


The semi-official Greek news 


agency termed Italian claims to have 
penetrated through the Greek de- 
fense line "a tissue of scurrilous 
lies" and added: 


"The Italians talk of conquest of 


vast territories containing hundreds 
of thousands of inhabitants when 
in reality they are still being held 
in the frontier region there. Indeed, 
certain points are already known to 
have been freed by the bayonets of 
the Greek army." 


Aerial Clashes 


The Greeks reported shooting 


down four Italian planes and losing 
two of their own in air fiphts Sat- 
Jjurday over Greece and attacks on 
the Koritzkc and Argyrocastro air- 
dromes in Albania. 


The Greek high command said 


Italian bombers caused no damage 
to military objectives. 


For most Greek cities. Sunday was

unprepared or not, great empires 
like the British and the French 
would not surrender without fight- 
ing. If there was any hope of peace 
during the winter of 1938-'39, it lay 
in giving the 
Allies access to 


American industry; if that was not 
sufficient to have impressed the 
moderating influences in Germany, 
then it would at least have greatly 
improved the

It was the shadow of the coming

Has Edge in Election Tuesday—Gallup

on the 1940 campaign. But as of Sunday, Nov. 3, the trend was still con- 
tinuing toward Willkie. It was running strongly enough to indicate the 
closest election in 24 years and one in which the winner in popular votes 
might not carry a majority of electoral votes. 


As of Sunday noon, in a nation-wide telegraphic poll, the survey show* 


ed the president with 52 per cent of the major party vote, to 48 per cent 
for Willkie, but a lead of 52 per cent by no means spells victory for Roose- 
velt. What counts in a presidential election is electoral votes. 


Political history indicates that when a Democratic candidate has 52 per 


cent of the popular vote, it is an even race because of thc surplus Demo- 
cratic popular majorities in the south. 


The Democrat, Grover Cleveland, in 1888 had 51.4 per cent — a ma- 


jority — and yet lost the election to Harrison in the electoral college. 


In 1916 Wilson had 51.7 per cent)- 


and barely won in the electoral col- 
lege, with only 11 electoral votes to 
spare. 


In fact, the evidence from the 


Institute's own early studies of the 
campaign provide recent confirma- 
tion of thc fact that a Democratic 
candidate with 52 nercent is in a 
precarious position.

The election will be extremely

Washington—Upon the outcome of the war in 


Greece depend several things besides the ques- 
tion whether Hitler pushes on to Suez. Probably 
the most important is the war's effect upon the 
Italian people—especially in case of set-back or 
defeat. 


For a long time. U. S. intelligence reports 


have indicated that Italy was the Achilles heel 
of the Axis and that the Italian people were 
none too enthusiastic about their partnership 
with Germany. Basically, the Italians always 
have sided more with Britain than with Ger- 
many. For years they had distrusted Germany, 
and for an equal number of years had done 
business with Great Britain. 


Furthermore, the war has put a severe eco- 


nomic pinch on the Italian people. In return 
they have had no great victories and conquered 
no imporiant territory. Hitler has been able to 
show new conquests to arouse the enthusiasm of 
the German people, but Mussolini has had noth- 
;n« to show except Albania and British Somali- 
land. 


Even the much-heralded advance of Marshal 


Graziani in Egypt now has bogged down on the 
tands of Sahara. So Mussolini needs a Greek 
victory and needs at badly. And if he doesn't 
et it, observers in Italy believe that dissatis- 


faction among the Italian people might become 
so sreat as to lead to a new dictator in Rome.

initials of both ballot clerks, arid no other bollot can be used. 
Upon receiving his ballots, the voter must retire alone to a 
booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting.

ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of 
marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any 
manner whom to vote for. 


(b) 
If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nom- 


inated by any party he shall make a cross or other mark under 
the pdrty designation printed at the top of the ballot in the 
circle made for that purpose A ballot so marked and having 
no other mark will be counted for all the candidates of that 
party in the column underneath, unless the names of some 
of the candidates of the party have been erased or a name 
shall be written,in or a cross mark be placed in the square at 
the right of the name or names of candidates in another col- 
umn.
